Declaring the economic system 
of the Government “fundamental- 
ly sound,” the President criticised 
those who emphasize “out of all 
due proportion” its abuses. Cor- 
rection of these abuses, he held, 
lies in the Hands of those adminis- 
tering commerce and industry and 
only they, he added, can prevent 
the necessity of Government inter- 
vention. 

“Already they have made great 
advances in this direction,” he con- 
tinued. “Their sense of responsi- 
bility has made steady growth dur- 
ing the last two-score of years. We 
no longer hear the expreersion of in- 
different attitude towards the re- 
lation of business to the people. 
The merchants and the manufac- 
turers today are seeking to deliver 
something besides their goods; and 
they are delivering it with pride. 
That new something is the sense of 
service to the community. 

“These are the lines of real prog- 
ress. To tear down a system under 
which so much of genuine progress 
has been accomplished in so short a 
period, merely because of the minor 
defects that have not yet been en- 
tirely eliminated would be a policy 
of destruction. We need not fear 
that the American community will 
commit itself to such a policy. It 
is the long-expressed genius of the 
American people to daflld up, to 
ernstruct.

today by the United States District 
Attorney, in proceedings» supple- 
Pmental to the “consent decree” in 
dissolution entered in the same 
court in 1918. 


Stone contends that greater com- 
petitive conditions in the farm ma- 
chinery trade should be afforded. 
The “consent decree” did not go 
far enough, he said, demanding 
that action be taken to give “proper 
protection to the farmers and land 
owners who are dependent upon 
agricultural machinery and {mple- 
ments obtainable at reasonable 
prices.” 

The “consent decree” failed to 
effect/‘any substantial competi- 
tion,” the brief adds, during a test 
period which ended 18'months after 
the declaration of peace. On the 
contrary, it says, elght of the Har- 
vester company’s competitors went 
out of busffiess in that time and the 
defendant company’s percentage of 
the total business actually in- 
creased in 1922—the last selling 
season under the test period— 
which was established to permit an 
accurate survey of the results of 
the consent decree under  peace- 
time conditions. 

Monopoly, Government Charges. 

“That the International Harves- 
ter Co. is in combination in re- 
straint of trade and monopoly !n 
violation of the Sherman law.” the 
brief asserts, ‘“‘is conclusively es- 
tablished by the decision and de- 
cree of the court, which stands un- 
reversed and unmodified.” 

Citing the Sherman, Clayton, 
Wilson, Federal Trade Commissic 
and Panama Canal acts, the brief 
continues: 

“Tt is very clear that Congress 
has never departed from the policy 
of competition, first ordained by 
the Sherman act and since reiter- 
ated and reaffirmed—not only has 
Congress pursued an unswerving 
course, but the Supreme Court has 
fat all times given full effect to the 
policy thus established.” 

The origina] petition of the Fed- 
eral Government was filed in April, 
1912, and in this case Federal 
Judges Hook, Sanborn and Smith 
handed down a far-reaching deci- 
sion. The Harvester company ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court, but 
dropped that action when arrange- 
ments for the consent decree 
were worked out with the Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

The Government began an in- 
vestigation in May, 1923, shortly 
after the end of the test period, 
to determine the results of the de- 
cree, and followed this with sup- 
plemental court proceedings at St. 
Paul in July of last year. 

Actual Prohibition Sought. 

In these proceedings, of which 
today’s brief is a part, the Gov- 
ernment seeks dissolution pf the 
concern, in accordance with a de- 
tailed plan worked out by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. Represent- 
atives of the Government and the 
company have been taking testi- 
mony in this case for more than 
a year before a special examiner 
in Chicago, and the f€cord of the 
proceedings is said to have reachod 
unprecedented proportions.

“Tumbled Downward Head Over Heels, Then 
Parachute Caught the Air,” Flyer Tells 
Hearers at Reception. 


How he stepped from the cock- 
pit of his falling plane out into 
the blackness of space with 180) 
feet of night and nothing else be- 
tween him and the earth below, 
was described by Lieut. John A. 
Macready, U. S. A., scientist ani 
air andventurer, last night at a sp3- 
cial meeting, dinner dance and re- 
ception given by the Engineers’ 
Club of St. Louis in co-operation 
with the City Club in the latter’s 
new home last night. 


Two stories of that unique an! 
enforced parachute jump he told. 
One was that of those below, who 
Saw strange portents as they sat.on 
the lawn of a country home near 
Dayton, O.,‘ June 16 last; a flash 
as of a blinding meteor hurtling 
across the sky; another flare, fol- 
lowed by a thunderous boom, as 
though a meteor had hit the 
earth, and then out of the void 
above heard the faint and alarm- 
ing cry, “Look out! Look out be- 
low!” 

The other was the boyish and 
naive narrative of the pilot’s own 
effort and anxiety from the mo- 
ment he discovered his airplane 
helpless above the city of Dayton 
until he was found by searchers 
who had heard him shout, dang- 
ling from his parachute, which had 
caught among some trees above the 
brink of a 100-foot precipice. 

Lantern Slides Shown. 

For good measure Lieut. Mac- 
ready told the engineers and their 
guests of reaching the ceiling of 
the world when he attained a 
world’s record of 40,800 feet al- 
titude which stood for three years, 
and of his transcontinental non- 
stop flight with Lieut. Oakley: 
Kelly on May 3, of last year. Lan- 
tern slides to illustrate the types 
of plane, and motion pictures of 
flying stunts, parachute leaps, and 
plane and engine tests were ex- 
hibited. 


Like a thoroughbred’s or a rac- 
ing yacht’s was Lieut. Macready’s 
trim, boyish figure, as in olive- 
drab and with Sam Browne belt he 
stood before his audience. A finely 
chiseled, patrician face was marked 
by deep and even humorous crows’ 
feet radiating from his quick, far- 
seeing eyes of blue. A stubble of 
short-clipped brown hair crowned 
a shapely head. He was not an 
orator; he was a student, some- 
times haltingly but always with 
great earnestness tell of experi- 
ences in the science of aeronautics 
with incidental adventures in the 
air. And one doubted not that 
Lieut. Macready would rather have 
made those flights again than tell 


of them. 

When his parachute saved him 
from death he was testing an 
army machine in a night flight on 
the Dayton-Columbus airways. 
Above the heart of Dayton his en- 
gine stopped. 

“T was 4000 feet up,”” he related. 
“That would give, me five miles of 
distance in which to glide down at 
the ratio of seven feet distance to 
one of height. I started toward 
the community golf course. After 
a little I pulled one of my flares to 


see where to land. It failed me. So 
did the other. One at least light- 
ed, but I failed to see‘it. I sat 
down and kept gliding. Suddenly it 
occurred to me I had better get into 
action, since I couldn’t see to 
make a landing. I was about 1800 
feet up then. 
“Started to Jump.” 

“Tl started out on a wing to 
jump, and had one leg over when 
I thought my parachute might get 
fouled in the wing. I got-.back to 
my contro! to right the plane for 
the jump, but it stuck on me, and 
when I released it the machine 
plunged almost directly down. I 
was at 1000 feet now, There 
wasn't much use staying in the 
plane. I just stepped out of the 
cock-pit, and the little lights of 
Dayton whirled over and over like 
a pinwheel as I tumbled downward 
head over heels. I counted ‘two’ 
to be free from the plane—a quick 
‘two,’ I think, and pulled the ring 
of my parachute. I must have been 
headdown, for there was a stout 
pull on my shoulders as I heard 
the ‘chute catch the air. Then I 
dropped gently. Over me if 
saw a sudden flare of light and 
knew my plane had struck the 
ground and exploded. Underneath 
me were faint gray roofs of houses. 
I began to 1 a warning: ‘Look 
out below!’ After ages ft seemed 
someone answered me. 

“*Where are you?’ 
“Up in the air above you—in a 
parachute.’

I made 
a grab for something and caught 
a root thrust out from the brink 
of a 100-foot cliff.

He Is Fatally Wounded in Fight 
That Followed Quarrel Over 
Election.

BLUEFIELD, W. Va., Oct. 23.— 
Another violent death has been re- 
corded in the family history. of the 
notorious Hatfield clan of West 
Virginia and Keatucky. ecalling 
the days of the Tug River feud be- 
tween the Hatfield and the McCoy 
clans, officials of Mingo County 
today were investigating the kill- 
ing of Alex Hatfield, the latest of 
his line to be killed.

‘Thirty-three repair jobs on 
which the actual work done could 
be determined were selected at ran- 
dom from about 500 jobs completed 
during the past 18 months. The 
cost to the city on these jobs aver- 
aged 21.2 per cent higher than 
prices charged individuals and firms 
for the same amount of work. 

‘No detailed estimates of the 
cost of the proposed work are made 
by the department. No lists of ma- 
terials used are furnished by the 
contractor. Upon completion of 
the work no check is made to as- 
certain if the contractor supplied 
the proper kind and quantity of 
materials, nor if he complied in all 
respects with his contract.

ARBITRATION TO SPEED JUSTICE. 


—— 


Lord Thomas Erskine, the famous Scotch advocate 
of the eighteenth and early nineteenth century, once | 
wrote: “I have always considered every man a8 &) 
lunatic or worse who goes to law when he can pos 
sibly avoid it.” The Arbitration Society of Ameri-| 
ca proposes a way to avoid it. That way is already 
sanctioned by statute in two statgs of the Union— 
New York and New Jersey. The plan consists mere 
ly of the voluntary submission of disputes between 
private litigants to three arbitrators, one to,be named 
by each disputant and the third by the other two. 
By statute awards thus obtained can be given the 
authority of law. 

The Arbitration Society fs endeavoring to increase 
the use of voluntary arbitration as a means of quick | 
and scientific justice as against the formal and te} 
terminable procedure of the overworked courts. Up-| 
holders of the plan urge with reason that fairer con-| 
sideration can be given civil cases by an expert to 
whom cases are voluntarily submitted than by some 
Judges and juries whose selection is far from sci-. 
entific. Juries cannot be expert and may not even 
be intelligent. | 

Woodrow Wilson said: “The speediness of justice. | 
the inexpensiveness of justice, the ready access of 
justice—is the greater part of justice itself.” St. 
Louis litigants should appreciate this. Most of the 
Circuit Judges, according to one of their number, are 
now about four terms behind in their suits. The 
courts, says Clerk Schmoll, are 16,000 cases behind in 
their docket. Congestion is accumulating. Delayed 
end expensive litigation is an overhead charge on 
the entire public. The arbitration plan is a good way 
out of a dilemma which otherwise appears to be in- 
soluble.

COPPER BOLTS IN SEA FOR 
_CENTURY RESIST CORROSION 


Taken From Parts of Ship “on 
Which Napoleon Escaped From 
Elba.” 


By the Associated Press. 
MONTEREY, Cal., 


Octe 23.— 


The historic French sloop Natalie, |’ 


said to have been the vessel on 
which Napoleon escaped from ex- 
lle on the Island of Elba in 1815, 
was dug from the surf sands of 
Monterey Bay here recently. 


For the third time in the last 25, 


years the tides had exposed the 
hulk, at least what the waters of 
nearly 100 years had left of it. H. 
J. Leppert, a blacksmith, got a 
jacksecrew and a crowbar and en- 
listed the aid of three friends. The 
four men worked wntil nearly mid- 
night, with the high tide about 
their shoulders and necks before 
they succeeded in forcing loose the 
teakwood stumps of the Natalie. 

Finally they assembled on the 
beach 11 “knees,”’ four large tim- 
bers, 13 copper bolts, and smaller 
parts of the vessel. 

A remarkable feature was the 
perfect preservation of the copper 
bolts, which showed no signs a 
corrosion after the tides of a cen- 
tury had washed them. The men 
reported that other portions of the 
Natalie were too deeply embedded 
to be removed.
